HF Lthough there haue been many and 
TW {undry Treatiſes writ of Yirginia, 
| and the Commodities thereof ; 
whereat malitious men may take. 
| occaſion to cauill, but godly men 

d Wy will hnde good cauſeto praiſe the 

= — Almighty, whoſe wonders arc 

ſcenc in the decpe, through the which we haue failed 
corhe diſcoucry of this good Land : Yet I have not 
thaught it amiffe (ſince I am to expreſle ſome late 
Accidents) bctorc-hand to ſumme vp the benefits 
ot rhat Countrey , partly becauſe they daily cncreaſe 
by new Dilcoucries made, to the glory of our moſt 
gratious King, and cucr renowned toall poſteritic, for 
the founding and ſupporting of this moſt Royall and

Ek E Countrcy called Vis s 11 a(ſo named by 
rhe late Virgin-Queene Elizabeth of bleſſed me- 
mory) bcing the rightfull inheritance of his Mateſty, 
4s being firſt diſcoucred at the coſts and charges of 
that moſt prudent Prince of famous memory, Kin; 
Heyry the Seauenth, his Maicſtics great Grand-father ; 
The Patent whereof (ti!l extant to be ſeene, was gran- 
red to 19hnCabot and diucrs other of his ſubicts, who 
wentthither with ſtxc Saile of Ships, and diſcouered 
as farre as from Cape Florida to New. found-land, all 
along the Coaſt, and tooke poſlceſiton thereof to the 


Kings vſc, abour that time when Ferdinanao and 


Iſabella diſcouered the Weſterne Indies: (by which title 
of firſt diſcoucry the King of Portugal and Spaine- 
hold and cnioy their ample and rich Kingdomes in 
their Indies Eaſt & Weſt: ) A coaſt where King Edward 
the Sixtafter planted his fiſhing to the New-fonnd-lend 
by publike Act in Parliament,and of which Philip CA- 
madas and Arthur Barlow tooke againe poſſehon to 
the vie of the late 2urence Elizabeth : andafterthem,

Sir Richard Greenfield, Sir Ralph Lane, and Sir Walter 
Rawleigh , at what time ſeuerall Colonies were there 
placed. And ſince his Maicſties moſt happy comming 
to the Crowne, being an abſolute King of three ofthe 
moſt populous Kingdomes (which Charles the Fift 
was wont to tearme Officina gentinm , the ſhop or 
forge of men,) finding his Subiccts to multiply by the 
bleſſed peace they cnioy vnder his happy gouern- 
ment, did out of his high wiſedome and Princely care 
of the good of his Subicts, grant a moſt gratious Pa- 
tent to diuers Honourable perſons, and others of his 
louing Subieds, authorizing them thereby to goc on 
inthe Plantation of this his lawfull and rightfull King- 
domeof Vix61nta, which by the bleſſing of Al- 
mighty God is growne to good perfection. . 


6 Gr ſpatious and fruitful Country of Vire 1x14, 
is (as is generally knowne to all) naturally rich, 
and exceedingly well watered , very temperate, and 
healthfull ro the Inhabirants,aboundging with as many 
nacurall bleſſings , and repleniſhed with as goodly 
Woods, and thoſe full of Deere and ſundry other 
beaſts for mans ſuſtenance , and the Seas and Riuers 
thereof (many therein being exceeding fayre and na- 
uigable) as full of exccllent fiſh of divers ſorts, and 
both watcr & land yeeldingas great varicty of fowle, 
as any Country inthe world is knowneto afford. The 
fituation whereof being necre the middeft of the 
world, betweene the extremitics of heate and colde, 
ſeemes to partake of the benefts of both; and therby 
becometh capable of rhe richeſt commoditics of moſt 


parts of the Earth. From whence ariſeth an aſſurance

Of \Yoods, Roots and Berries, for cx- 
collent Dycs ; of Plants and otner Drugs for Phyſicall 
Price; of tweet Vyoods, Oyles'and Gumrnes, for 
rl SELTLS 2pil Ct Tf th 08 Coton-wooll, S:}k2-grafſe 
and Stiwar Cincs, vilitmhere be had in abundancewith 
muy other Kinus, And tor Corne, Cattell, and

{bcinv the naturall Graine of Visornta)dothfarre

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"The Cattcll which were tranſported thither(being 
now growne necre to fifteene hundred) doe become 
much bigger of body then the breed from whence 
they came. The Horſes alſo (through the benefit of 
che Climate, and nature of their feeding) more beau- 


tifull and fuller of courage. And ſuch is the extraor- 


dinary fertilitic of that ſoyle, that the Does of their 
Deere (akinde differing from ours in Exglaend, yet no 
way inferiour) yeeld two Fawnes ata fall or birth, and 
ſometimes three. And the Fiſhings along our Coaſts 
are in plcnty of Fiſh equall to thoſe of New-found- 
lazd, and in greatneſſe and poodneſle much ſuperiour, 


and twiccin the yeare to be taken, intheir going and 
U 


returne, which is not elſe-where found in ſuch plenty 
and varietie ; Soas there went this yeare from diuers 
parts of this Kingdome, ncere thirty Saile thither, 
wh.o are well returned and richly fiſhed. 

To conclude (bur out of certaine aduertiſements ſo 
often reiterated from thence, as well as by the con- 
ſtant relations of many hundreds now yearely com- 
ming & going) they auow, that it is a Country which 
nothing but ignorance can thinke ill of, and which no- 


man but of a corrupt minde & ill purpoſe can defame, 


which as it paralel]eth the moſt opulent and rich King- 


domes of the world, by lying in the ſame Latitude 


with them, ſo doth it promiſe richer Mynes of the 
beſt and moſt deſired mettals with them, when the 
Colonic ſhall be of ſufficient ſtrengthto open and de. 
fend them. And for the Paſſage thither, and Trade 
there, it is ftee from all reſtraint by forren Princes, 
whereunto moſt of our other accuſtomed trades are 


fubic@ ; there isneyther danger in the way, ——_ 
e 
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rhe cncomntring ofthe Enemy or Pyrate,nor meeting 
with Rockes or Sholes (by reaſon of the fayre and 
{afe paſſage thorow the maine Ocean) nor tediouſnes 
of journey, Which by reaſon of better knowledge 
chen in former yeares (the fruit of time and obſerua- 
tion) is oftner made and in fewer weekes, then for- 
merly it was wont to be in moneths, which (with 
the bleſſing of.God) produced in the Laſt Summerthis 
cfcR, that in the Fleer of nine Salle of ſhips, tranſpor- 
ting aboue ſeaucn hundred Paſſengers out of England 
and Irelard, tor the Plantation, bur one perſon ( in 
whoſe roome another at Sea was borne) miſcarryed 
by the way. And for them after arivall, thereare con- 
ucnient lodgings now in building , and carefull arten- 
dance in Gueſts-houſes prouiding,till thoſc that ariuc 
can prouide for themſclues.

The Letters written from the Governor and T rea- 
ſurer in V 1x 61N1A in the beginning of March laſt, 
(which came hither in Aprel,) = aſſurance of ouer- 
comming and bringing to perfeion in this yeare,the 
Iren-works, Glaſſe-works, Salt-works, the plentiful! 
ſowing ofall ſerts of Engliſh graine with the Plough, 
hauing now cleared good quantitic of ground;ſerring 
of ſtore of Indian Corne or Maize, ſufficiemt for our 
ſclues, and for trucke with the Nartiues , reſtraint of 
the quantiry of Tobaccs, and amendment of it in the 
quality, learned by timeand experience ; The plan- 
ting of Vines and Mulberry-trecs neere to their hou- 
ſes, Figg-trees, Pomgranats, Potatoes, and Cotron- 
wooll ſeedes, Pocoon, Indico,Sugar-Canes, Madder, 
Woade, Hempe; Flaxc, and Silke-grafle; and for the 
erecting of a fayre Inne in Jemes-C:rie for the better 
entertainment of new commers, wheretoand ro other 

blike workes, cuery old planter there offered free- 

y andliberally to contribute. I write the words of 
their Letters. And how ina late Diſcouery made, # 
few moncths before by ſome of them to the Sourth- 
ward, they had paſt thorow great Forteits of Pines, 
fifteenc or ſixteene miles broad, and about threeſtore 
Miles ſong, very fit for Maſtes for ſhippine, and for 
Pitch and Tarre, and of other forts of woods ft for 
Pote.aſhes: and. Sope-aſhes., md'came mte 4 moſt 
fruitful Country; blefffed with abunditrice Fore, 
| reaped. 
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rcaped twice ayere(within the limits of Vin @ tn1ta) 
where alſo they vnderſtand of a Copper-myne, an 


eſſay whereof was ſent, and vpon tryall here found to 


be very rich ; and met with a great dcale of Silk-graſle 
there growing,which monethly may becut, of which 
kindes, and Cotton-wooll, all-the Cambays and Ber. 
ala ſtuffes arc made in the Exft-1adies + and of which 
Lindes of Silke-grafſe was heretofore made a pcece of 
Grogcram giuen to Queene Elizabeth. And how that 
in December laſt they had plantce and cultivated in 
V1izsGinita Vincs of all forts, (as well thoſe natural- 
ly growing,as thoſe othcr Plants ſent them from theſe 
parts of Europe ) Orenge and Lemon-rtices , Figge- 
trees, Sugar-Canes, Cotron-wooll, Ciffaui Roores, 
(that make very good bread) Plantanes, Potatoes, and 
ſundry other 1ndiay fruits and plants not formerly 
ſeenein Y1nGinia, which at the rime of their ſaid 
Letters beganne to proſper very well: asalſo their In- 
dico-{cedes, for the true cure whereot there 1s lately 
cauſed a Treatiſc to be written. | 
Furthermore, they write that in a Voyage made 
by Licutenant Marmaduke Parkinſon, and other En- 
gliſh Gentlemen, vp the Riuer of 2aromack they ſaw 
a China Boxe at one of the Kings houſes where they 
were : Being demanded where he had it, ade anſwer, 
T hat it was ſent him from a King that dwelt in the 
Weft, oucr the great Hils, fome tenne days tourney, 
whoſe Countrcy is neare a great Sca, hee hauing that 
Boxc, from a people as he ſaid, that came thither'in 
ſhips, that weare cloaths,crooked (lwords,& ſomwhat 
like our men dwelt in houſes, and were called Aranuack- 


China ; and he offered our people, that he wauld ſed

his Brother along with them to that King, which of- 
fer the Goucrnor purpoſcd not to refuſe ; and the 
rather,by reaſon of the continual conſtant relations of 
all thoſe Savages in Virotni a, ofa Sea,and the 
r0.it Weſt, they affirming that the heads of all thoſe 
ſcauen goodly Riuers, (the leaſt wherot is greater then 
the River of Thames,and nauigable aboue an hundred 
and fifty miles, and not aboue fixe or cight miles one 
from another) which fall all into one greac Bay, haue 
their riſing our of a ridge of hils, that runnes all along 
South and North : whereby they doubr not bur to 
finde a ſafe, caſte, and good paſlage to the South Sea, 
part by water, and part by land,eſteeming it not aboue 
an hundred and fifty miles from the head of the Falls, 
where weeare new planted ;'the Diſcouery whereof 
will bring forth a moſt richtrade to Cathay,China, 14- 

an, and thoſe other of the Eaſt 1y4tes,to the incſtima- 
lebcnefit of this Kingdome. 

Bur for the further proofe hereof , and of 
rhe North-weſt pafſage thither by Sea, I referre the 
Reader to the Treatic annexed at the end of this 
Booke, written by that learned and famous Mathema- 
rtician, M". Henry Briges, which I having happily at- 
tained ynto, haue publiſhed for the common good. 

Morcouer, the Letters of Mr. 19h Berkley, ſome- 
times of Bexerſfone Caſtle in the County of Gleceſter, 
(a Gentleman of an honorable Familie) likewiſe cer- 
tifie, that a more fit place for Iron-workes (whereof 
he was made Maſter & ouer-ſcer)thenin Vixotur a, 
both for wood, watcr, myncs, and ſtone, was not to 
be found : And that by Whitſentide then next (now 
paſt) the Company mightrelye vpon good _—

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E- of Ir>n made by him : which alſo by Letters om 
Mr. George 5 andu the third of March laſt, was confir- 
med, with this farther deſcription of the place (called 
T he falling Creeke) to be (a fitting for that purpole, as 
if Nature had applyed her ſelfe to the wiſh and di- 
retion of the Workeman ;z where alſo were great 
ſtones hardly ſcene elfe-where 11 Vincrnra, lying 
on the place, as though they had beene brought thi- 
thcr to aduance the ereion of thoſe Workes. 

The Letters of the French Yignerous or Yine-men, 
procured out of France & ſent oucrintoViroinia, 
didlikewiſe afſertaine, that no Countrey in the world 
was more proper for Vincs, Silke, Rice, Oliues, and 
other Frifits, then V1nearnta is: and that it farre 
excelled their owne Countray of Languedocke ; the 

| Vines of diuers ſorts being in abundance naturally 
ouer allthe Countrey : and they hauing planted ſome 
cuttings of Vines at Aicharlmas laſt, in their Letters . 
aftirme that theſe bare Grapes alrcady this Spring, to | 
their great wonder, as being athing they ſuppoſe not 
heard of in any othcr Countrey. A taſte of Wine 
made of the wilde grape, they laſt yearc ſent, with 
hope to ſend oT hoanritie this next Vintage ;and Fx 
that che Mulbcrry-trces where they abode were in 
wonderfull abundance, and much cxcelling bcta in 
goodneſle and greatneſſe thoſe of their owne Coun- 
try of Languedocke: and thot thoſe Silke-wormes they: 
hauc, proſper exceeding well , and ſome Silke they | 
hope to ſend this yeare, there wanting nothing to ſct | 
»pthat rich Commodity but ſtore of hands where- 
with Enzland doth abound. Of the fruit of which | 
Mulberry: trees. (as of a Plum there plentifully grow- * 

ing)

ing) they would make wholſome drinkes for the Co: 
lony and peoplethere, 
The Letters of Mr;Porey (verifiedalſo from the Ge. 
Bernor and Conncek) aducrtiſed of a late Diſcoueryb 

him and others made into the great Bay Northward, 
(reſeruing the ſounding of the bottome thereof for a 
ſecond Voyage,) where hee left ſetled very happil 
neare an hundred Engliſh, with hope ofa good trade 
for Furres thereto be had. From thence was brought 
by Licutenant Perkinſon, in his voyage, ſome of that 
kind of Earth which is called Terra Lemnias (there to 


be hadin greatabundance) as good as that of Twrkey. 


B Y this (though it be but in part) the Reader may 

vnderſtand the great riches and bleſſings of this 

excellent Countrey, which euen ordinary diligence 
and care muſt needes ſtrangely improue. Bur that 
all men may ſec the vnpartiall ingenuity of this Diſ- 
courtc, wc freely confeſſe, that the Countrey is not 
ſo good, as the Natives are bad, whoſe barbarous Sa-_ 
vagenefſe needs more cultivation then the ground it 
felte, being more oucrſpread with inciuilitic and trea- 
chery, then that with Bryers. For the land beingrilled 
and vſcd well by vs, deceiucd net our expeRation,but 
rather exceeded it farre, being ſo thankfull as to re- 
turne an hundred for one. But the Savages though ne- 
uer Nation vſcd ſo kindly vpon ſo ſmall deſert,hauc in 
ſtead of that Harneft which our paines merited, retur- 
ned nothing but Bryers andthornes, pricking euen to 
death many of their Benefaors : yet doubt wee 
nor, but that asall wickednes is crafty to vndoe it ſelf, 


fo theſe alſe, thorow our ſides, haue more wounded 
C 2 them- 
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themielues nin vs, God Almighty making way tor 
ſeucr.ric there, where a tayre gcmicneſſe would not 
take place. The occalion whereot thus I relate from, 
thencc. 


"Þ HE laſt Afay there came Letters from Sir Franca 
I3i4t Gourrnor in VIRGINIA, Which did aduer- 
tiſe that when in November laſt he ariued in Vine 1- 

x14, and cntred vpon his Government, he found the 

Country ſetled in a peace (as all mcn there thought) 

ſure and vnuiolable, not onely becauſe it was ſolemnly 

ratified and ſworne, and at the requeſt of the Natiue 

King ſtamped in Brafle, and fixed to one of his Oakes 

of note, but as being aduvantagious to both parts; to 

the Sauages as the weaker, vnder which they were 

ſatcly ſheltred and defended . to vs,as being the caſicſt 
way then 7 £8 to purſue and aduance our proiects 

of buildings, plantings, and effeQing their conuerſion 

by peaccable and fayre meanes. And ſuch was the 

conceit of firme peace and amitic, as that there was 

ſcldome or neucr a {word worne, anda Peece ſcldo- 

mer, except for a Decrc or Fowle.By which aſſurance 

of ſecuritic, the Plantations of particular Aduenturers 

pt  andPlanters were placed fcattcringly and ſtraglingly 

. as a choyce veyne of rich ground inuited them, and 
the further from neighbors held the better. The hou- 

ſes #7 ay ſet opento the Sauages, who were al. 

waics friendly entertainedat the tables ofthe Engliſh, 

and commonly lodged in their bed-chambers. The 

old planters (as they thought now come to reape the 

bencfit of their Jong trauels) placed with wonderfull 

content vpon their priuate dinidents,and the Pg 
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of particular Hundreds and Colonics purſued withan, 
hopeful alacriry,: all our proicts, (faith he) in a faire 
way, and their famuarity with the. Natiues, ſeeming. 
to open a faire gate for theit. conuerlion to Chri- 

ſtianitie. Fur 198 =... 
The Country being in this eſtate, an occaſion was 
miniſtred of ſending to 0pechankens the King of theſe 
Sauages, about the middle of March laſt, what time 


the Meſſenger returned backe with thele words from 
him,. That be held the peace concluded fo firme, as 


the Skie ſhould ſooner fall then it diſſolue - yea, ſuch _ 


was the treacherous diſſimulation of that pEople who 
then had contriued our deſtrution, that euen two 
daycs before the Maſſacre, ſome of our men were gui- 
ded thorow the woods by them in ſafety : and one 
Browne, who then to learne the language lived among 
the Warraſcojacks (a Prouince of that King) was in 
friendly manner ſent backe by them ro. Captaine He. 
mor his Maſter, and many the like paflages, rather in- 
creaſing our former confidence, then any wilc in the 
world miniſtring the leaſt ſuſpition of the breach of 
the peace, or of what inſtantly enſued , yea, they bore 
rowed our owne Boatecs to conuey themlclues.crofſe 
the Riucr (on the bankes of both ſides whereofall our 
Plantations were) to conſult of the diuelliſh murder 
* that enſued, and of our viter extirpation, which God 
of his mercy (by the meancs of ſame of themſclues 
conuerted ro Chriſtiavitic) prevented : ang as w:l 
on the Friday morning(the fatal day )rhe 22 of arch, - 
asalſo inthe eucning, as in other daycs before, they 
came vaarmed into our houſes, withour Bowes pr ar. 
rowes, or other weapons, with Dotie, Tuzkies, Fiſh, 
&3 ” "TITes, . 
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Purres, and other prouiſions; to ſell, and trucke with 
vs, for glaſſe, beades, and other trifles : yea in ſome 
places, ſate downe at Breakfaſt with our people at 
their tables, whom immediatcly with their owne 
tooles and weapons,cyther laid downe, or ſtanding in 
their houſes, they baſely and barbarouſly murthered, 
not ſparing eyther age or ſexe, man, woman or childe; 
ſo ſodaine in their cruell execution, that few or none 
diſcerned the weapon or blow that brought them to 
» deſtrution. In which manner they alſo ſlew many of 
our pcople then at their ſeuerall workes and husban. 
dries in the ficlds,and without their houſes, ſome in 
planting Corne and Tobaceo, ſome in gardening, 
ſome in making Bricke, building, ſawing, and other 
kindes of husbandry , they well knowing in what pla- 
ces and quarters each of eur men were, in regard of 
their daily familiarity, and reſort to vs for rad and 
other negotiations, which the more willingly was by 
vs continued and cheriſhed forthe defire we had of cf: 
feQing that great maſter-peece of workes, their con- 
uerfion. And by this mcanes that fatall Friday mor. 
> nine, there fell vnder the bloudy and barvarous hands 
of chat perfidious and inhumane people, contrary to 
all lawes of God and men,of Nature & Nations, three 
hundred forty ſeuen men, women, and children,moſt 
by their owne weapons ; and not being content with 
taking away life alone, they fell after againe vpon the 
dead, making as well as they could, a freſh murder, 
defacing, dragging, and mangling the dead carkaſſes 
into many picces, and carrying ſome parts away in 
dcerifion,with baſe and bruirtiſh triumph. | 


Neither yet did theſe beafts ſpare thoſe n_—_ | 
the 
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the reſt well knowne vgto them, from, whom they had 
daily recciued many benefits and fauours, but ſpite- 
fully alſo maſſacred them, withour remorſe or pitty, 
being in this more fell then Lyons and Dragons, 
which (as Hiftorics record)hauc bcene ſo farre from 
hurting, as they hauc both acknowledged, and grate- 
fully requited their BenefaQors ; ſuch 1s the force of 
200d deeds, though done to cruell beaſts, as tro make 
them pur off the very nature of bcaſts, andro pur on 
humanity vpon them. But theſe miſcreants, contra- 
riwiſc inthis kinde, put not off onely all humanity, 
bur put ona worſe and more then vnnaturlll bruicſh- 
neſſs. One inſtance of it, amongſt roo many, ſhall. 
ſcrue forall. 

| That worthy rcligious Gentleman, Maſter George 
T horpe Eſquire, Deputic of the Colledge lands, ſome- 
timcs one of his Maieſtics Pentioners, and in one of 
the principall places of command in V1n Gina, did 
ſo truly and earneſtly affect their conuerfion, and was 
{0 Kane, A ouer them, that whoſoeuer vnder his autho- 
rity had giuen them but the leaſt diſpleaſure or diſcon- 
tent, he puniſhed them ſcuercly. He thought nothing 
too deare for them, and as being deſirous to binde 
them vnto him by his many courteſtes, hee never de- 
nycd them any thing that they asked him, inſomuch 
that when theſe Sawazes complaincd vnto him of the 
fherceneſle of our Maſtiues,moft implacable and terri- 
ble vntothem, (knowing them by inftinR it ſeemes,to 
bc but treacherous and falſe-hearted friends to vs, bet- 
ter then our ſclues) he to gratific them in all things, 
for the winning of them by degrees, cauſed ſome of 
them to be killed in their preſence, to the great dil- 

| 5 OE Gs pleaſure 
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pleafireof the owners, and would haue had all the reſt 
ouekr (had he not beence hindered) to make them the 
gentler and the milder to them, Hee was not onel 
too kinde and beneficiall to the common ſore, but alſo 
to their King, to whom hee oft reſorted, and gau= 
; many preſents which hee knew to be highly pleaſing 

ro him. And whereas this king before dwelt onely in 
a cottage, or rather a denne or hog-ſtye, made with a 
fow ole and ftickes, and couered with mars after 
their wyld manner,to ciuilize him, he firſt, built him a 
- fayre houſe according to the EngliTh <7-7 1g: which 

hee tooke ſuch ioy, eſpecially in his locke and key, 
which hee ſo admired, ks locking and vnlocking his 
dvore an hundred times aday, hee thought no deuice 
in all the world was comparable to ir. 

Thus infinuating himſclfe to this King for his reſj. 
gious purpoſes, he conferred afrer with him oft, and 
intimared to him matrers of our Religionzand thus far 
the Pagan confeſſed , moued by naturall Principles, 
that our God was a good God, and better much then 
theirs,in that he had with ſo many good things aboue 
them endowed vs. Hee told him, if hee would ſerue 
our God, hce ſhould bee partaker of all thoſe good 
things wee had, and of farre greater then ſenſe or rea- 
ſon cucr could imagine, Hee wonne vpon him, as hee 
thought in many things, ſo as hee gaue him fayre hea- 
rin2 and good anſwer, and ſeemed ro be much plea- 
ſ-d with his diſco-rſe and in his company. And La, 


hee and his people for the daily councſics this good 
Gentleman did to one or other of them, did profcſſe 
fuch ourward Jone and reſpeAt mto him, as nothing 


could ſecme more : but all was littte regarded _—_ 
this 
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chis Viperous brood, as the ſcquell ſhewed : for they 
not only wilfully murdered him, bur crudlly and felly, 
out of devilliſh malice, did ſo many barbarous 
ſpights and foulec ſcornes after to his dead corpes, 2s 
are vnbcfirting to be heard by any ciuill eare. © One 
thing I cannot omit, that when this good Gentleman 
vpon his fatall hower, was warned by his man (who 
rceiued ſome treachery intended co thema by theſe 
hcell-hounds) to loeke to himſelfe, and withall ranne 
away for feare of the miſchiefe he ſtrongly appre- 
hended, and fo ſaued his owne life , yet his Maſter, 
out of the conſcience of his owne good meaning, and 
faire deſerts euer towards them), was ſo void of all ſu- 
ſpition, and ſo full of confidence, that they had ſooner = 
killed him, then hee could or would. bcleeue 4 

meant any ill againſt him. Thus the ſinnes of theſe 


- wicked Infidels, haue made them vnworthy of enioy- 


ing him, and the eternall good that he moſt zealouſly 
alwayes intended to them. 

And thus theſe miſcrable wretches, not hee, hath 
loſt by it, who to the comfort of vs all, hath gayned a 
Crowne ofendlefle blifſe, and is aſſurcdly become a 
rn Martyr, in which thricc-happy and bleſſed 

ate we leaue him. Bur theſe miſcreants, who have 


_ thus deſpiſed Gods great mercies ſo freely offered to 


them, muſt needs in time therefore be corr: td by 
his iuftice : So as thoſe who by the way of mercies 
would nor he drawne vnto him, ſhall ſume of :h-m ac 
ſength (no doubt) be brought vnto him by h'« way 
of 1udgements : to which leaving them, I will Knit 
againe rogether now the thred of my Diſcourſe, and 


' proceed to tell you, Thar at the time of this Maffacre 


D there 
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there were three or foure of our ſhips in /awes-Rruey, 
 andoneinthe next River, and daily more to comc in, 
as three did within fourrecne Cayes aftcr ; one of 
which they cndeuored to haue ſurpriſed, but in vaine, 
aS had alfobcenc their whole attempt, had any the leaft 
fore-knowledge beenc in thoſe places. where the Mal- 
ſacre was committed : yet were the hearts ofthe En- 
gliſh eucr ſtupid, and auerted from belceving any 
thing that might weaken their hopes. of ſpecdy win- 
ning the Sauages to Ciuilitic and Rcligion, by kinde 
viageand fayre conuerſing amongſt them. Hee, and 
the whole Councell write further, That Almighty 7 
God (they doubt not): hath his great worke to doe in 
this Tragedy,and will thereourt draw honor and glory 
" ro-his great Name; ſafety, and a more flouriſhing 
eftate to them{clues, and the whole Plantation theres, . 
and the more ſpcedy conuerlion of the Children of 
thoſe Savages to himſelfe, ſince hee ſo miraculouſly 
2002 o many of the Engliſh (thcre being, God 
e prayſcd, about elcuer parts of twelue ſtill remay- 
ning) whoſe deltre to draw thoſe people to Religion 
by the carelcſſe negletof their owne lafcties, ſeemes 
ro have bcne the greateſt cauſe of their own enſuing 
 deſtrution. Yet it plcalſed Godto vic ſome of them 
as inſtruments to ſaue many of their liucs, whoſe 
foules they had formerly ſaucd, as at Jawes-Citic, and 
other places, and the Pinnace trading in Pamounkey 
River, all whoſe lives were ſaued by a conuerted 1n- 
4:4»,dilcloling the plor in the inſtanr(wherot though 
, our ſinnes (fay they) made vs vnworthy to be inſtry- 
ments of ſo gltoriousa conucrfion in general, yet his 


infinite wiſedome can neuertheleſle bring it to ay 
wit 
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with ſome mere of them, and with other Prouinc 
ere in his good time, and.by ſuch meancs as wee 
thinke moſt vnlikely. For euen inthe deliuery of vs 
that now ſuruiue, no mans particular carcfulneſle {a- 
ucdany one perſon, but the mecre goodnefle of him- 


ſelfe, freely and miraculouſly preſerucd whom ir plea- 


fed him. 
TheLetters of Mr. George Sands a worthy Gentle- 


man and Treaſurer there, likewiſe haue aduertiſed (as 
many others from many* particular perſons of note 
and worth) bcfides the Relations of many returned in 
the Sca-flower (the ſhip that brought vs this vnwel- 
come newes) haue beene heardat large in the publike 
Courts, that whilſt all their affayres were full of ſuc- 
ceſſe, and ſuch intercourſe of familiaritic, as if the 1#- 
4iaxs and rhem(iclues had beene of one Nation, thoſe 
treacherous Natiues, after five yearcs peace, by a ge- 
nerall combination in one day plotted to ſubuert their 
whole Colony, and at one inftant of time, though our 
- ſeuerall Plantations were an hundred and forty miles 
vpenc Riucr on both ſides. 

But before I goe any further, for the better vnder- 
ſtanding of all things, you ſhall know that theſe wyld 
naked Natiues liuenot in great numbers together,but 
 diſperſed,and in ſmall companies; and where moſt ro- 
gether, notabouc two hundred, and that very rare, in 
other places fifty or forty, or thereabours, and many 
miles diſtant from one another, in ſuch places amon 
the Woods where they cither founc,or might cafilic 
make ſome clcared plots of ground, which they im-' 
ploy wholly in ſerting of Corne, whereby to ſuſtaine 


. their liues, Theſe ſmall and atoage Companies «

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I have faid) had warning giuen from one another in 

| 7 all thzir habitarions ro mecre at the day and houre ap. 

= pointed for our deſtruction, at all our ſeverall Townes 
and places {catcd vpon the Riucr z ſome were directed 
to goe to one place, ſome to another, all to be done at 
the ſame day and time, which they did accordingly : 
ſome cntring their Houſes vnder colour of trucking, 
and fo taking aduantage, ethers drawing our men a- 
broad vpon fairc pretences, and the reſt fuddenly fal.

- - They certific further, that beſtdes Maſter George 
T horpe,bcforc mentioned, Maſter lohs Berkeley, Cap- 
taine Nathanacl Powel, and his wife, (daughter of

Captaine Cayceck, all Gentlemen of birth, vertue, 
and induſtry, and of the Councell there, ſuffered yn- 
der this theircruelty and weaſoy.

which was made a Chriſtian, Bleſſed be God for cuer, 
whoſe mercy endureth for euer ; Bleſſed bee God 
whoſe mercy is abouc his iuftice, and farre aboue all 
his workes : who wroughr this deliverance whereby 
their ſoules cſcaped cuen as a Bird out of the ſnare 
of the Fowler. aE 

Pace vpon this diſcauery, ſecuring his houſe, before 
day rowcd ouer the Riuer to [awes-City(inthat place 
ncere three miles in bredth) and gaue notice thereof 
eo the Gouernor, by which meanes they were preven. 
red there, and at ſuch other Plantmtions as was poſ- 
ſible for a timely-intelligence to be giuen ; for where 
they ſaw vs ſtanding vpon our Guard, at the ſight of 
a Pecce they all ranne away. In other places that 
could hauc no notice, ſome Peeces with munition 
(the vſe whercof they know not) were there carried 
away, and ſome few Cartell alfo were deſtroyed by 
them. And as Fame diuulgeth (not without pro- 
bable grounds) their King harh ſince cauſed the moſt 

rt of the Gunpowder by him ſurprized, to bee 
owne, to draw therefrom the like increaſe, as of his 
Maize or Corne,in Harueſt next. And rhat it is ſince 
. diſcouered, thatthelaſt Summer Opachankave practi. 
ſed with a King of the Eaſtern ſhore(no well-willer of 
his) to furniſh him with ſtore of poiſon ( nacurally 
growing inhis countty) for our deftrution, which he 
abſolutcly refiſ.d, though he ſent him great ſtore of 
Beades, and other preſents to winne him thereuneo : 
which he, with fiuc orfixe. of his grearmen, offcred 
to be ready toantlific _ him. 129" 
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of this ſurprize wis moſt by the inſtigntionof the De- 


- will, {enemy to their ſaluarion) and the dayly feare 
that poſſeſt them,that in time weby our growing con< 
tinually vpon them, would diſpoſſeſſe them of this 
Country, as thcy had beene formerly of tne Weſt 
Indies by the Spaniard ; prodnced+this bloody a. 
That neuecr griete and ſhame poſſefſed: any people 
morethenthemſelucs, to be thus butchered by ſo na- 
ked and cowardly 8 people, who dare not ftand the 
preſentment ofa ſtaffe in manner of a Peecec, nor an 


vncharged Peeceinthehandsofa woman,from which 


they flye as ſo many Harcs ; much faſter then trom 
their rormenting Deuill, whom they worſhip for 
feare, though they acknowledge they loue him not. 


Ty hos haue you ſcene the particulars o? this maſ:. 
ſacre, out of Letters from thence written, where- 
_in treachery and cruelty hauc done their worſt to vs, 
_ orrather to themſelues; for whoſe vnderſtanding is 

ſo ſhallow, as not to percciuc that this muſtneeds = 
for the good of the Plantation after, and the loſſe of 
this blood to make the body more healthfull, as by 
theſe reaſons may be manifeſt. 

Firſt, Becauſe betraying of innocency neuer reſts 
vnpuniſhed : And therefore Hgefilaus, when his ene- 
mics (vpon whoſe oath of being fairhfull hee refted) 
had deceiued him, he ſent them thankes, for that by 
their periury, they had made God his friend , and 
their enemy. | 

Secondly, Becauſe our hands which before were 


tied with gentlcnefſe and faire viage, are now ſet 


at liberty by the treacherous violence of the Sauages, 
not

not vntying the Knot, but cutring it : So that we,who 
hirherto hauc had poſſcſhon of no more ground then 
their waſte, and our purchaſe at a valuable conſidera- 
tion to their qwne contentment, gained ; may now 
by right of Warre, and law of Nations, inuade the 
Country, anddeſtroy them who ſought to deſtroy 
vs : whereby wee ſhall cnioy their cultiuated places, 


turning the laborious Mattocke into the victorious 


Sword (wherein there is more both eaſe, bencfir, and 
olory) and paromng the fruits of others labours. 
Now theirclearcd grounds inall.eheir villages (which 
are ſituate in the fruitfulleſt places ef the land) ſhall 
be inhabited by vs, whercas heretofore the grubbing 
of woods was the greateſt labour. | 
Thirdly, Becauſe thoſe commodities which the 
Indians enioyed 3s much or rather more then we, ſhall 
now alſo be entircly poſſeſſed by vs. The Deere and 
other beafts will bein ſafery, and infinitly increaſe, 
which heretofore not onely m1 the generall hrntings 
of the Kine (whereat foure or fiue hundred Deere 


were vſually ſlaine ) but by each particular Indian 


were deſtroied at all times of the yegre, without any 
difference of Male, Damme,or Young, The like may 
be ſaid of our owne Swine and Goats, whereof the 
have vicd to kill cight in renne more then the Engli 
hauedone. There will be alſoa great increaſe of wild 
Turkics, and other waighty Fowle, for the Indians 
neuer put difference of deſtroying the Hen, but kill 
them whether in ſcaſon or not, whether in breedin 
time,or fitting on thciregges,orhauing new harched, 
it i$all one to them : whereby, as abby the orderly 


vhng of their fiſting Weares, no knowne Country in 


the 
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the world will fo plenrifully abound in viQuall. 

Fourthly, Becauſe the way of conquering them is 
much more caſte then of ciuilizing them by faire 
meanes, for they are a rude, barbarous, and naked 
people, ſcattered in ſmall companics, which are hclps 
to ViRorie, but hinderances to Ciuilitie: Beſtdes thar, 
a conqueſt may b- of many,and at once , but ciutlity 
is in particular, and ſlow, the cffcR of long time, and 
great induſtry, Moreouer, victorie ofthem may bee 
gaincd many waies ; by force, by ſurprizc, by famine 
in burning thcir Corne, by deſtroying and burning 
their Boats, Canoes, and Houſes, by breaking their 
fiſhing Weares, by aſſuiling them in their huntings, 
whereby they get the greateſt part of their ſuſtenance 
in Winter, by purſuing and chafing them with our 
horſes, and blood-Hounds ro draw atrer them, and 
Maſtincs ro reare them, which take this naked, tanned, 
deformed Sauagcs, for no other then wild beaſts, and 
are ſo fierce and fell ypon them, that they feare them 
worſe then their old Dcuill which they worſhip, ſup- 
poſing them to be a new and worſe kinde of Deuils 
\ thentheir owne. By theſe and ſundry other wayes, 
as by driuing them (when they flye) vpon their enc- 
mics, whoarc round about them, and by animating 
and aberting their enemics againſt them, may their 
ruinz or ſubieQion be ſoone effected. 

So the Spaniard made great vſc for his owne turne 
of the quarrels and enmities that were amongſt the 
Indians, as throughly vnderſtanding and following 
thar Maxime of the Politician, D#u1de of impera, Make 
diuiftons and take Kingdomes: For thus he got two of 
the greateſt Kingdomes of the Welt Indies, Pers and 
Mexico, 
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Mexico,by the Princes divifions,andthe peoples diffe. 
rences. After the death of Guainaceps king of Pers,his 
ſonncs Attabalippa and Gaſcar falling to war about the 
kingdom, 3: each of the ſtriving ro make the Spaniard 
tro his/friend, Frencs Pizz4rromanaging tholc their 
diuiſions onely to his owne ends, eaſily ſtripped them 
both of that rich Kingdome, and became Maſter of 
Pers, And (o likwiſe Ferdinand Cortez vanquiſhed 
King Metesums, and gained the Kin cot Mexice 
from him;by the aid and furtherance ef the -/1 09M 
ring people of the Prouince of T aſcala, being deadly 
enemies to the cAtexicans; for which ſeruice they of 
T aſcalaare freed by the Spaxiard; from all Tributes to 
this time. In Visertxia the many divers Princes 
and people there are at this day oppoſe in infinite fa- 
Qions one vnto another, and many of them beare a 
mortall hatred to thele our barbarous Sauages, that 
hauz beenec likely as falſe and p: rhdious heretofore to 
them, as vato vs of late, Soas the quarrels, and the 
cauſes of them, and rhe different humours of theſe 
people being well vnderſtood, it will be an cafte mat- 
ter to ouerthrow thoſe that noware, or may bee our 
encmies hexeafter, by aydingand ſetting on their ene- 
mics again " Sik And by theſe faftions and diffe- 
rences of petty Princes, the Romans tooke their grea- 
reſt aduantage to ouercome this Iland of Great Ari» 
tayne, of which T acitas fayes, 114 dum ſingult pronant 
wuinerſi vincuntar. And Inſlin hath the like ſaying of 

the cauſe of vanquiſhing the Grecian Cirirs, | 
Fittly, Becauſe the 1rdiavs, who before were 
vſcd as friends, may now moſt wſtly be compelled to. 
ſcruitadeand drudgery,and(\i upply the rovtt of me 
2 rat 
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trat labour, whetcby cuen the meaneſt of the Planta- 
tion may imploy themſiclucs more cnturcly m their 
Arts and Occupations, which are more gencrous,whi- 
left Sauages pertorme their infceri@ur workes of dig- 
ving in mynes, and the like, of whom alſo ſome may 
be ſent for the ſeruice of the Sowwmer lands. 

Sixtly, This will for cner hereafter make vs more 
cautclous and circumſpe, as neuer to bee deceiued 
more by any other treacheries , but will ſcrue for a 
great inſtruHion to all poſteritie there, to tcach them 
rhat Truſt is the mother of Deceipt, and to lcarne them 
thar of the 1ralian, Chi nor fida, non 5s ingamuu, Hee 
 thar rruſts not isnot deeciued : and make them know 
that kindneſlesare milſpent ypon rude naturces,lolong 
as they continue rude; as alſo, that Sauages and Pa- 

ans arc abouc all other for matter of I aflice cucr to 
- ſuſpeted. Thus vpon this Anvile ſhall wee now 
beatc out to our ſclues an armour of proote, which 
ſhall for cuer after defend vs from barbarous Incurſi- 
ons, and from greater dangers that otherwiſe might 
happen. And f according to the 


o we may truly ſa 
French Proverb, tquelg, choſe malhenr eſt bon, Ill lucke 
is good for ſomething. | P 

Laſtly, We haue this bencfir more to 6ffr comfort, 
becauſcall good men doc now take much more care 
of vs then before, fince the fault is on their ſides, nor 
on ours, who haue v{cd fofayrea cariage, euen to our 
owne deſtruQion. Eſpecialiy his CAareſties molt gra- 
tious, tender and paternall care is manifeſt herein, who 
by his Royall bounty and goodnefle, hath continued 
his many fauors vnto vs, with a new, large, & Princely 


iupply of Munition and Armes, out of his Maicſties 
owne 
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owne ſtore in the Tower, bcine gratiouſly beſtowed 
for the ſafety and aduancement of the Plantation. As 
alſo his Royall fauor is amply extended ina large ſup- 
ply of men and, other neceflaries throughout the 
rs Kingdome, whieh are very ſhortly to bee ſent 
toVirolnia. 

Neyther muſt wce omit the Honourable City of 
London, who to ſhew their zeale at this time (as they 


| havealwayes done vpon all Honourable occaſions to 


their endleffe praiſe ) are now ſetting forth one hun. 
dred perſons; at their owne charges, for the aduance. 
ment of the Plantations. In the furtherance of which 
ation, as the whole graue Senate of Aldermen hauc 
ſhewced much piety and wiſedome, ſo in particular, 
the Right Honourable Sir Edward Barkham Knight, 
the now Lord Mayor, hath demonſtrateda moſt wor- 
thy mind. Befides many worthy Perfons of bitth and 
quality, and diuers others at their owne coſts arc new 
preparing forVirGinita, Neyther is any man to 

e deicdted becauſe of fome ſuch diſafters as theſe thar 
may ſecm= to thwarr the bufineſle. 

What growing State was there euer in the world 
which had not thelike Rome grew by oppoſition, 
and roſe ypon the backe of her enemies. Marke bur 
the Spaniard whois in the ſame Comnent with V 1x- 
o1N14, and hath now perteQed his worke , Marke 
and tell mec, if hee hath not had more counterbuffes 
farrethen wee, as our of their owne hiſtories at large 
may be proved. 

Columbus vpon his returne from the Wet Indies in- 
to Sparne, hauing left his people with the Inatan in 
peace, and promiſe of fayre vſage towards them , yer 
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at his zomming backe againe, hee found mo ome man 
altiucof them; but alt by the Natucs-rtreachcroufly 
aine.. 7 op oor eee tt LES LLETREILE 

Atter this againe, when the Speriſb Colony wes 'in- 
crealed'in grcat numbers, the 1#4:4ns (from whom 
the Spaniards tor trucking ſtuffe vicd tothave all their 
corn) prnefally conſþt ca rogerher.to plant neccorric ar 


all,inxnang thetby to famith them,themſclues living - 


in the mcane titne vpon Caſ/aur (a root to make bread) 
oncly. then knowne to themtrlucs : This plor of theirs 
by the Spapiards ouer-light (that foolifMy depended 
ypon Strangers for their bread) tooke ſuch cffeR, and 
brooght themto {uch miſery by the rage of famine, 
that they ſpared no vncleane, no loathſome beaſt, no 
not the poylonous and hidwvus Serpents, bur cate 
_ the vpallo, dcouring'one death to ſauethem from 
3nocher: And by this meanesthe whole Colony well. 
neasc {urferted, ſickned, and dycd miſcrbly. 
 Afeer againe, vpon freſh and great tupplycs new 
made, an; intinite eompary of them by ther .incontt- 
nency dycd of the Jnatraz difcatc, that hath now gor 
a French name, which at firſt (as being a range and 
viknowne malady) was deadly vpon whomſocuer ir 
lighted. Beftdes ( before they knew the caufe and 
remedy) very many Joſt diners parts of their body, 
feet and hands principally, by a little vermine leſſe 
then a Flea, and skipping like it, called Nigus, which 
got between the skinne and the ficſh before they were 
aware, and there bred and multiply: d,making ſwebk 
lings and purrefaRtions, tothe decay and lofle of their 
bodily members. OY? 
Wt ſhould I tell you that the Plantations diuerg 
t1MCcs 
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eimics were neare vndorie /by. the aiabition, fations] 
and malice of the Commanders one rirRanechcy, Ce- 
lumbus,to whom they were brholding for all, with his 
brothers, were-ſcnt home from the Weſt Indies into 
Spajne bound with chaines : and ſome other great 


mmanders kill:d and murthered one another. Fiz- 


24r70.was killed by <Almagres fonne, and him 4: 


beheaded, which Ya/co was taken by Blaſcs, and this 
Blaſco was likewiſe ID 


they well-neare ſhake the mayne pillars of that Plan- 
tation, "AN: 

Theſe and many other calamirics and miſchiefes, 
too long to relate now, hapned vnto them more then 
euerdid to vs.. And at one time their plantation was 
cuen at the laſt gaſpe, all their Colony being reſolued 
deſperately to leauc it, had not two fhips vnexpeRed 
come in with new ſupplyes : yer wee ſee for all thefe 
miſcries, that they haue attained rotheir ends at laſt, 
Honor, power,and wealth; In ſo much asrhat Coun. 
trcy, which ( when they were diſhartned with diſa- 
ſters) they beganne to be ſo weary of, that they were 
about to forſake itall, in ſhort rime after (ſeeing all 
ſtormes blowneouer, and tayrc weather fhining vpon 
them) they were ſo in loue withrtheir great! fortunes, 
that they grew ſo icalous of them, as made them fhur 
them vp from the ſight of any burt.themſelnes. And 
then they petitioned their King, by an inuichble'De- 
cree.to anncxe and vnite the Wt 2adies inſcpanably 
for cuer to the Crowne of Spaime. , which (for their 
berter ſecuritie and ſatisfaRion) was accordingly-per. 


formedand ratified, azit is to be ſcene in Hireras Hi- |

Pizzarroecs brother. Thus © 
by cheir owne ſpightfull and auaritious quarrels did 
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ſtory of the Feſt ladies. And whereas before, few 
could be hired ro go to inhabire there,now with great 
ſuite they muſt obtaine ir. 

| Thus bauethey in time by induftry, patience , and 
conſtancy effected this great worke of theirs, notwith- 
ſtanding to encreaſe their difficulties allo,they were to 
 dealewith a moſt populous & numerous nation, which 
they overcame at laft: Soas 0zeds in his third Booke 
of the firſt Part of his Feſt Indie Hiſtory faith, that of 
a million of 1nd1axs at leaſt, that were in Hiſpanidle, 
there were not (in little more then forty yeares ſpace 
after the firſt gong of the Plantation) five hun- 
dred of the &all their children liuing: for the 1»diays 
thatliucd there, after were brought out of the Conti- 
nent into that Iland, orout of one Iland to be planted 
' inanother. On the other fade, the Natiues in V 1 x- 
a in 14 arenothing populous, but thin and ſcattered 
Nations, as is knowne to all. 


Hcreby the way to make a little Digreſſion, ſince I 


haue mentioned On/edo who liued aboue twenty two 
yearesin the Weſt Inates, I will acquaint you'with his 
.obſcruation and iudgement of the nature and diſpoſi. 
tion of the 1ndrans there, that you may compare arid 
ſce in what, and how farre, it agrees with that of the 
Natives of VixGoInia. « 

They are (ſaith hec) by nature ſloathfull and idle, 
vitious, melancholy, loucnly, of bad conditions, ly- 
ers, of ſmall memory, of no conſtancy or truſt. In an- 
other place he ſaith, The 1#41a» isby nature of all peo- 
ple the molt lying and moſt inconftant in the world, 
ſottiſh and ſodaine : nener looking what dangers may 
happen afterwards, lefſe capable then children-of fixe 

or 
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or ſeanen yerres old; and lefſeaptandin 
is the generall diſpotitign of moſt of them, though 
there be ſome (ſayes he) that be wiſe and ſubtill. And 
indeede it ſhould ſecme ſo, when they could oucr.- 
reach and goc beyond the Spaniard ſo much, to pur 
that tricke of ſtaruing them (a5 aforcſaid)vpon them, 
to their ſo great and almoſt totall deſtruction. 

But to come againe to that which I firſt intended : 
Since the Spaniard (as we ſee) in his Plantations hath 
gone thorow farre more hazards, and greater difficul- 
ries then euer wee haue had, we cherctore in looking 
to what is paſt, vpon great reaſon ought likewiſe nor 
to be deterred, but ſo muchthe rather inuited ro p10- 
ceede with conſtancy and courage. And it beſides wee 
looke (as moſt men doc) after the riches of a Coun- 
trey to inuite vs on, aske thoſe that haue beene there, 
and hauc trauelled farre and neare, and they will tcll 
you, that no Countrey in the world doth naturally 
abound with more Commodities then Vinotula 
doth. The Clymarte is knowne to be more temperate, 
and the ſoyle more rich then that of the Weſt Indbes is: 
neyther doth it want mynes of all ſorts, nonot of the 


- richeſt, as is knowne toſome now liuing, and ſhall be 


manifeſted when fir time ſhall ſerue, And yet rothinke 
that Gold arid Siluer mynes arcina Countrey (other- 
wiſe meſt rich and fruitfull) the greateſt wealch of a 
Plantation, is but a error, as is thit opinion: 
likewiſe ; That che Gold and Silver is the greateſt 
wealth of the Wefs Indies now at this preſent time, 
True it is indeed, that in the firft Conqueſt the Spe- 
wards got and mighty treaſure from the 1nd:- 
axe whiahthey along pace had heaped vp together, 


and 


\, 
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and in thoſe times the 1»dievs ſhewed them entyre 
and plentifull rich mynes, which by length of time 
(as is well known and publiſhed to the world by thoſe 
that haue beene there) are wafted and exhauſted ſince, 
ſo as now the charge of petting thoſe mettals is 
growne moſt exceſſiue, beſides the conſuming and 
ipoyling many men of their lives, which are depriued 
of them by the vapors that come out of the Gold and 
Silucr mynes, which are moſt peſtilent and deadly, as 
diucrs authors auerre. Amoneſt others, a late Geo- 
orapher ſpeaking of the Weſt Indies, and of thoſe 
mynes there, ſaith, 0dor ex auri & argenti fodinis ne- 
x115 admodums, neg, tamen PRO ary corruptiffims 
violentis Hiſpapos, nt in alio orbe nouum moriendi lo. 
cum quererent. SO as all things conſidered by theſe 
mynes, what by the liues of many men loſt in them, 
and what with the great charge otherwilc in getting 
them, the cleare gainetothe Aduenturers from theſe 
mettals (the Kings part defrayed)is but ſmall: ochem, 
nothing necreſo much I am ſure, as is imagined. And 
werc it not for other rich Commodities there that ene 
able and enrich the Aduenturers, thoſe of the Con. 
cratation houſe were neuer able to ſubſiſt by this. For 
the greateſt part of their gaine and profit I ſay conſiſts 
not in theſe mynes, bur in their other Commodities, 
partly natiue, and partly tranſlated from other parts 
of the world, and planted in the Weſt. Inates : As in 
cheir mighty wealth of Sugars (the Sugar. Canes be- 
ing tranſported firſt from the Canaries, } and in Gin 

cr, and ſome other commodities derived from the 
Faſt Indies thither : in their Cochanile, their Indico, 
their Cotton, their infinite ſtore of Hydes and Skins, 
| cher

their Quick-filuer, *nd Allom, Word, and Brafill 


. And their many ethcr Dyes, Paints, Pet«- 

587485, Tobacco, Gummes, Oyles medeci- 
Perfumes,their Serſaperil many other 
phyficall drugs, (for which, learned Phyfitians and 
Skilfull Simplers were ſent to cake a ſuruey, and make 
an exquiſiredraught of all the Plants in colours.) Theſe 
I ay and ether the like commoditics are the Weſt 


Indies indeed vnto the Aduenturers, by which they 
are inabled to inrich themſelues, and to ſuſtaine the 
mighty charge of drawing out the Gold and Stuer, 
to the great andcleare reuenew of their King. 
Thad many things of importance to ſay more, but 
I will detain the Reader no longer now. To conclude 
then,ſcciag that Yirginizs is moſtabundantly fruitfull, 
and that this Maſſacre muſt rather be beneficiall to- the 
Plantation then impaire it, let ail men take courage, 
and put to their helping hands, ſi:c: now the time is 
moſt ſcaſonable and aduantagious for the reaping of 
thoſe benefits which the Plantation hath long promi- 
ſed: and for their owne good letthem doc it Foeedily, 
that ſo by raking the prioritie of time, they may hauc 
alſo the prioritie of place, in chooſing the beſt Sears 
of rhe Country, which now by vanquiſhing of the 
Indians, is like to offer a more ample and faire choice 
of fruitfull habirations, then hitherto our gentleneſſe - 
and faire comportment to the Sauages could atraine 
vnto. Wherein no do!bt bur all the favovr that may - 
be, ſhall be ſhewced to Adventurers and Planters. And 
for old Aducnturers, there i* due vnto them and their 
heyres (according to the Orders of the Company) 
foreach rweluc pounds tn ſhillings formerly paid 
F imo 
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inta ee eaſary, onc hundeey Acres of. Lind, ypen 
a firit diuifon, and as nxich_ypon a ſccand, the &rft 
being planted. And whoſocuer tran{ports. himfelfe 
or any other, at his chatge into Visetnia, ſhall for 
himſclte and cach perſon lo tranſported, before Mid- 
ſummer, 1625. hauec ro him and his heyres for cuer, 
fifty Acres of land vpon a firft Diuifion, and as much 
more vpona ſccoud : the firſt fifty being cultivated or 
manured, if ſuch perſon continue there three yeares, 
eythcrat once or ſeuerall times, or dye after hee bee 
ſhipped for that Voyage. 

aſtly, ir is to be wiſhed, that euery good Patriot 
will take theſe things ſeriouſly into his thoughts, and 
confider how deeply the proſecution of this noble ' 
Entcrpriſe concerneth the honor of his Maeſtie and 
the wholc Nation, the propagation of Chriſtian Re- 
ligion, the enlargement , ftrength , and fafety of his 
Maieſtics Dominions,the rich augmenting of his Re- 
ucnnues, the imploiment of his Subiedts idle at home, 
the increaſe of men, Mariners and ſhipping, ard the 
raiſing of ſuch ncceſlary commoditie, for the impor. 
tation of which from forren Countrics fo great and 
incredible ſummes are continually iſſued and expen- 
ded. Some may helpe with their purſes, ſome with 
their perſons, ſome with their fauour, ſome with their 
* coun(cll : eſpecially amongft others, let Miniſters in 
their publike and priuate prayers commend theſe

He noble Plantation of V1kx 61x 1a hath 
ſome very excellent Prerogatiucs aboue 
many othcr famous Kingdomes, namely, 
k the temperature of the ayre, the fivittul- 

nefſe of the ſoile, and the commodiouſ- 
neſlſc of ſttuation. 

Theayre is healthfull and free both from immodc- 
rate heate, and from extreame cold , fo that both the 
inh4bitants and their cartcll doe proſper exceedingly 
inſtarure and ſtrength, and all Plants brought from 
any ather remoteclimatc, doc there g10w ard frecti- 


fic inas good or better manner, then in the ſoyle trom 


whence they came, Which though i doe manifeſtly 
prouc the fruictulneſſt of the ſoil, yeeldirg all kinds of 
graine or plants committed -vnto it, with a richand 
plentifull encreaſe,yet cannot the f.uneſÞ* of the carth 
alone produce ſich cxeellnt effects, vnlcile the rem- 


pcrature of the Ayre bcc likewiſe ſo tauourable, that

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thoſc (ener ſprouts which'the earth doth abundantly

brin ,may bee SY cd with mederatcheatc 
and {caſonable moiſture, and freed both from feorch-

Theſe bleffings are ſo much the more to bee eftee- 
med, begauſe they are beſtowed vpon a place ſituated 
ſo conuecniently, and at fo goot a diſtance both from 
Europe, and the Weſt Indies, that for the muruall com- 
merce hetwixt theſe great and mot rich parts of the 
12biceþle wdrid, there caonpt bet deuilge avy place 
more conugnignt for the ſuccour and refreſhing of 
tho that trade from hence thither : whether they be 
of our owne nation,or of our neighbours and friends; 
the multitude of great and navigable Rivers, and of 
ſate and {pacioushatbours, as it- were inviting all Na- 
rions to cntertaine muruall friendſhip, and to partici- 


| pate of thoſe bleſſings which God our of the abun- 


dance of his rich Treaſures, hath ſo gratiouſly beſtow- 
ed ſome vpontheſc parts of whe gw othcrsnoleſſe 
deſired vpon thole poore peaple : which might ſtill 
hauc remained in their old barbarous ignorance, with- 
out kno; yledge of their owne miſery, or of Gods in- 
finirc goodnefle and mercy; if it had nor pleaſed God 
thas gratiouſly both to draw vs thither with deſire of 
ſuch wealth as thoſe fruitfull Comntrics afford, and 
alſo to grantvs ſocafic,certaine, and ſafe a meanes to 
go< vnto them : which paſlage is in mine opmion 
made much more ſecure and eafte by the commodious 
harbours and refreſhing which V 1no1ntadoth reach 
out vnto vs. The coaſts of Floridatothe Weſt, bein 
not ſo harborous , and of New England to the Eaſt, 
ſomewhat more out of the way, amoneR ſo many

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Fats 4nd ſmall Dands not fo fafe. Neither is the com» 
modiouſneſſe of Vir o 1» ra s ſituation onely in re- 
ſpe of this weſt 4/enticke Ocean; bur alfo in reſpeR 
of the Indian Ocean, which wee commonly call the 
Squrh Sea; which lyeth. on the Weſt and North weft 
ſide of V 1 x61x 1 a,on the other fide of the Mountains 
beyond our Fals, and openeth a free and faire paſſage, 
not onely to China, 1apen, and the £Holuceaes, bur al- 
ſo ro New Spaije, Peru, Chila, and: thoſe rich Coun- 
tries of Terre Auſtralis,notas yet fully diſcoucred. For , 
the Sea wherein Maſter Hadfox did winter, which was 
firſt diſcouered by him, and is therefore now called 
Fretum Hudſon doth ftretch ſo farrerowards the weſt, 
thac it hieth as farre weſtward as the Cape of Florids : 
So that from the Fals abouc Herrico City, if we ſhape 
our iourney towards the Northweſt following he 
Rivers towards the head, we ſhall vndoubtedly come 
to the Mountaings, which as they ſend divers 
Riuess Southward into-our Bay of Cheſepiock, ſo like. 
wiſe doc they ſend others from their further ſide 
Northweſtward into that Bay where Hudſdz did win- 
ter. For ſo wee ſee in our owne Country, from the 
ridge of Mountaines continued fron Der6iſbire into 
Scotland, dac iffue many great Riuerg on both fides 
into the Eaſt Germane Ocean, and imto the Welterne 
Iriſh Seas : inlike ſort from the Alpes of Switzerland © 
and the Grizons, do runne the Danabie Eaſtward into 
Pontus Enxinus, the Rheneinto the North Germane: 
Ocean, the Xhoſne weſt into the Medirterranc Sea, and 
the Ps South into the Adriatike Sea, This Bay where 
. Hudſon did winter, ſtrecheth it ſelfe Southward into 
49. degrees, and cannot be in probability ſo farre Ing 
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ſtant from the Fals as 200. Leagues ; part of the way 
lying by cae Riucrs ſide towards the moyntaines from 
whence it ſpringeth : and the other part on the other 
tide canno. want Rivers likewiſe, which will conduQ 
vs all the way, and I hope carry vs and our proviſions 
a good partof ir. Beſides that Bay, it is not vnlik. ly 
that the Weſt >1ne Sea in ſame other Crecke or River 
commeth much ncercr then th t place : For the place 
wh rc Str T homas Button did winter, lying morg We- 
ſt-r1ly then Miſtcr Hadſons Bay by 190.Leagues in the 
{\mec Sea, dorh c-xrend it ſclfe very neere as farre to- 
w.11ds the w.lt as the Cape of California, which is now 
found ro be an Iland ſtretching it ſelfe from 22. de. 
grces to 42.ind lying ?1moſt dire-ily North & South, 
as m1y appcarcina Mp of that Tland which I haue 
ſecne here in London, brought out of Holland ; where 
the Sea ypon the Northweſt part may very probably 
com? mc! nearer then ſome do imagine: who giuing 
roo much credit ro our vſuall Globes and Maps, doc 
dream- ofa Iirge Continent extending it ſclfe farre 
\V-ſtward to the imagined Straight of Anian, where 
ae {carcd (as they fable) the large KingComes of Ce. 
bolaand ©u'uira, having great and populous Citics 
of ci Il p-vple ; whoſe houſes are ſaid to bee five fto- 
rics 4 of and tu have ſome p'llars of Turgneſſes, 
Which rclations are cunningly fect downe by ſome 
vn-1n ſr purpoſe to pur vs out of the right way,and to 
d:ſcouraze [ich as o h*rwile mighr bee defirous ro 
[ca:c/1a piſſage by the way aforeſaid into thoſe Scas.

One demonſtration of the crafty talſhoed of theſe v- 
ſuall Maps is this, that Cape Aſendecins is ſet in them 
Weſt Northweſt,diſtant from the South Cape of Ca- 
lifornia, about ſeuenteene hundred Leagues, whereas 
Francis Gaulethat was imployed in thoſe diſcoucries 
by the Viſcroy of New Spaine,doth in Hives or 
his booke ſet downe their diſtanceto bee onely fiue 
hundred Leagues. 

Beſides this, in the place where Sir T homes Button 
did winter in 57.degrees of latitude,the conſtant great 
tides cuery twclue houres, and the increaſe of thoſe 
tides whenſocuer any ſtrong weſterne wind did blow, 
doe ſtrongly perſwade vs that the maine Weſterne 
Ocean is not farre from thence;which was much con- 
firmed vnto them the Summer following ; when ſay- 
ling direQly North from that placeavhere thzy win- 
tered, about the Laricude of 60. degrees, they were 
crofl:d by a ſtrong Currant running ſometimes Eaſt- 
ward, ſonjetimes Weſtward : So that if wee finde ei- 
ther Hudſons Bay, or any Sea more neere vnto the
